Clark of Rhode Island, presiding bish- 
op of the Protestant Episcopal bouse of 
bishops, a protest against bis use of the 
title "presiding bishop of the cburcb," 
which, it is claimed, he did in an olii-! 
cial communication published in the 
church organ of December "disclaiming 
any responsibility for the violation of 
the rubrics and the introduction of 
vestments- having no "authority or use 
in the church," which, lie claims, was 
done on the occasion of the consecration 
at Fon du Lac, a few months ago. 


At this consecration, copes, mitres and 


Episcopal staffs were used, the service 
was interpolated with special rubrics 
and, in the language of a prominent 
Episcopal clergymen of this city, "things 
were interjected that were not desirable 
or legal." 


In The Churchman Bishop Clark pub- 


lished an "official communication from 
the presidios; bishop," in which lie for- 
mally made the disclaimer of responsi- 
bility for their interjection or use, and 
his signature 
"to this disclaimer 
as 


"presiding 
bl&hop 
of 
the 
church" 


brought out the address which was for- 
warded yesterday by the bishops. 


The address says: 
"For 
reasons 


which will appear, we cannot recognize 
you as holding any archepiscopal or 
judicial relation to our actions, nor 
do we propose in tuis letter 1o offer any 
plea to the charges mentioned in your 
communication. 
We disavow any de- 


sire to conceal our action; we simply 
decline to otter any plea whatever iu ( 
the face of charges emanating from one 
who is absolutely devoid of any judicial 
relation to that action. 


"We find ourselves compelled to em- 


phasize the point 
because the title 


which, perhaps inadvertently, yon em- 
ploy in designating yourself, suggests 
the idea of some measure of review j 
and control as vested iu the incumbent 
of the position which you now hold. 
The .title "presiding 
bishop 
of the 


church" is not found Ia our canon law. i 
It would be very unfortunate if there j 
ehouid exist in the Protestant Episcopal 
church (and there are many who fear I 
it does exist) a process of evolution j 
which would end iu clothing the senior ' 
Mshop with metropolitan powers. This 
is very undesirable and nothing would 
be more calculated to prejudice a law- 
ful development <}f the movement to- 
ward a proper provincial system. 


"We disclaim any reflection upon your- 


self as though it had been your premedi- 
tated purpose to assume powers not 
conferred by the constitution or canon; 
but drifts and tendencies often exer- 
cise influence where the miuds is uu- 
•uspiclous of the logical terminus ad 
quern. 
This particular drift and ten- 


dency can only be checked by protest 
and exposure so that the church may 
be pat on its guard against the subtle 
encroachments of a centralizing policy 
which would work irreparable harm to 
religion and endanger our liberties as 
churchmen. 


"That tha canons do not recognize 


any authority original to and inherent 
(n th* prvsidlng bishop of thn house of 
bishop as such is evident, in that the 
canon under which you acted provides 
that, in ca$« of his deatb, the duty pass 
M to the bishop who, according to the 
rules of tbe house of bishops, is to pie- 
•ide at tbe next meeting of tbe house 
of bishops. 
Since, tben, there is not a 


word or lino of our statutory law whieb 
Clothes the presiding bshop of the hous' 
of bishops with an iota of episcopal an 
thority in any other diocese than b^ 
own, wo must perforce look upon ths 
communication to which we arc refer 
ring as expressing only the private 
Tiewa of the bishop of lihode Island."

of the new treaty by a nicthodical pro- 
cess of inquiry which has put the presi- 
dent and cabinet into possession of the 
individual views of most of the Repub- 
lican and several of the Democratic sen- 
ators, and is MS near an approach to the 
actual submission of the terms of the 
new treaty 
as would be practicable 


to make. 
The IIay-1'auncefote treaty, 


moreover, was drawn by 
Secretary 


Hay, on the lines of conversation held 
\\ ith Lord Pauncefote, and was signed 
by Pauncefote just as it left Hay's pen. 
Even the other members of the Mc- 
Kinley cabinet were not called into con- 
sultation upon the form and character 
of the instrument. 


This time, it is said, not only will the 


secretary of state submit his work to 
his colleagues, so as to make it in a 
measure a joiut product of the admin- 
istration, but ail the demands in behalf 
of this country which seem to hare any 
serious support in the senate, and which 
can be made consistent with each other, 
will be incorporated in the first draft, 
to be laid before the British government 
before final revision. Objections from 
that government can be considered by 
our government, and by the time the 
senate meets it is hoped that the new 
treaty may be in such form as to go 
thnnigh without amendment. 


It is believed that Secretary Hay is not 


very sanguine of success in this enter- 
prise, but the president has hope enough 
for two. lie is always inclined to take 
the cheerful view of things and has 
great faith in the "composing" influence 
of time. 
His notion is that the senate, 


even ns composed last winter, would 
probably take a somewhat more favor- 
able attitude toward the Hay-Pauace- 
fote treaty if it had its work to do over.

publican.

Republicans, two unclassed men of Re-

In case the president's overtrure^to the

MILLER IS ACQUITTED 


Government Had No Grounds to Sus- 


tain the Charge of Murder 


Montpelier, Vt., April 13.—Upon the 


recommendation of the state attorney, 
Juilge Foster of the Washington county 
court yesterday afternoon directed the 
jury in the case of F. A. Miller, charged 
ivith the murder of "Major" Seth John- 
sou, to find a verdict for the respondent. 
The jury returned this yerdict without 
leaving their seats, and Miller was re- 
leased from Custody.

No attempt has beeu made to find and 
arrest the latter, and it is stated that 
there is nothing to prove that he ever 
know Johnson. 
Miller was also iu- 


dieted for allpged assault on John E. 
Wing, but it is understood that the case 
will be dropped.

Bald to Be the Tendency of Educa- 
^tlonal Legislation, Thereby Crippling 


Private Schools-Appeal For Pro. 
tectlou From Alleged Illlberallty 


Chicago, 
April l'3.-At the closing 


session of the national conference of 
the association of Catholic colleges a 
declaration of the Catholic position on. 
education in the 
United States' was 


adopted. 
T'ie '. psolii turns comprising 


the declaration received the unanimous 
assent of the representatives of 70 dif- 
ferent colleges—practically 
the entire 


coilegiatc system of the Catholic church 
iu America. 


The declaration adopted was as fol- 


lows: 


First—That this association of Cath- 


olic colleges requests its president, 
Right Rev. Thomas J. Conaty, respect- 
fully to call the attention of the bishops 
of the United States, at theU- annual 
meeting, to the work of this conference 
in regard to our collegiate conditions, 
and especially to the importance of the 
high school movement. 


Second—That the tendency of educa- 


tional legislation forces us to warn our 
Catholic people of the systematic and 
well-defined effort in certain'quarters 
toward absolute state control in educa- 
tion, thereby threatening and cripplins 
all private educational effort, thus de- 
priving a large class of the citizens ot 
the liberty of rnaintainmjj^choois in 
which their religion shall be made an 
essential element. 


Third—That we remind legislators ol 


the rights of conscience guaranteed to 
us by- our American citizenship, and 
call their attention to the system of 
schools which our people have main- 
tained at great expense and sacrifice. 


Fourth—That we protest against the 


unfair aud unjust discriminations re- 
sulting from much of the educational 
legislation, and we appeal to the fair- 
mindedness and sense of j ustice of the 
American people to protect us from such 
Illiberalitj. 


Fifth—That this conference of Cath- 


olic colleges convinces us that we arc 
justified in asserting that our college 
system deserves the generous co-opera 
tion of all interested iu higher Catholic 
education, and we pledge ourselves to 
use every effort to protect still more out 
collegiate conditions. 


Siith—That we call upon all Cath- 


olics to recognize the imperative ueet] 
of a. more perfect organization of out 
educational system, and we assure them 
that with": z\ fuller development of Hie 
Catholic high 'school we shall have a 
complete system with its headship in 
the university, anfl thus we shall con- 
tinue to maintain a. high collegiate 
standard.

Political parties increase now-a-days 


about as rapidly as church societies 
and fraternal organizations. There is 
a new ode on the move at present. A 
very recent dispatch from the city 'of 
St. Louis tells the story, and -we quote: 


"Lee Meriwether, who received near- 


ly 30,000 votes as a candidate for may'Or 
(of St. Louis) on the municipal owner- 
ship ticket says the public ownership 
party will dominate in the future. The 
success of the party in the munlicipal 
elections of Cleveland and Toledo and 
its fine showing- in St. Louis have en- 
couraged its adherents to more ambi- 
tious efforts. A state organization will 
be formed, anld, in Missouri, hopes to 
succeed to the position of the 'third 
party.* Nationally, the same result is 
expected. Mr. Meriwether says: 
'If

Cleveland platform, we will have Tom 
Johnson or Bryan in the field ori a pub- 
lic ownership platform, and will easily 
poll 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 votes. It is a 
mistake to say we will be the 'third 
party' in 1904. Under the conditions I 
have named we will be second an'd pos- 
elbly first. I have been informed that 
the populist party of Missouri is about 
ready to retire in our favor. In enter- 
Ing state polities we have discarded the 
title 'municipal ownership,' which is 
'Sometimes applied to us here. Hence- 
forth, It is the 'public ownership' party, 
.whether its activities are national, 
State 'or municipal." 


Public ownership has made a fair 


(showing in the city of St. Louis, as its 
kindred have in Toledo and Cleveland, 
but spread fever all of the United States 
aa the name and purpose of a national 
party it would appear mighty thin, 
This public ownership idea, which is 
excellent when applied wherever neces- 
sary, has to do as yet with only, a 
email group of cities and has nothing

It is often said when a prominent 


man dies that he wall be missed, and 
this is always true to a certain extent, 
and yet to a rather limited extent. It 
it usually felt that a man who has been 
at the head of a large business will 
be missed in connection with the enter- 
prise and that the community will suf- 
fer in a material way by his death, 
but how often the groundlessness of 
such fear has been' shown The busi- 
ness goes on as before, and, the fear of 
material disaster being removed, the 
man who was, perhaps, but little aside 
from the head of a business passes 
soon from the minds of his fellows 
Not so, however, with a man like Ed- 
v, in Rogers, who spent nearly 60 years 
of his long and active life in this city. 
He will be missed and will be remem- 
bered not because of what he did, but 
because of what he was. Mr. Rogers 
drew men to him, not through wealth, 
for he possessed it not; nor was he in 
a position to grant favors in a politi- 
cal or business way.

'The 
young and those who are not young, 
may learn a lespon from the life of 
Edwin Rogers and it is that a true, 
manly and noble life is, after all, the 
best thing one can give to this world 
while pas'sing through it, and the mem- 
ory of it the richest inheritance, he 
can bequeath. 


It ia quite the custom, when an at- 


traction like the Boston festival orches 
tra meets with a email audience, to 
berate the town for lack of culture 
and tell the community to be ashanud 
for not (supporting tho attraction bet- 
ter. Instead of this, the city should be 
praised for its independence. It is in 
communities where the people do not 
reallM care for it but who go lest they 
be looked upon ag barbarians 
that 


there should be condemnation. To stay 
away from an attraction because, you 
do not want to go is sometimes praise- 
worthy.

was on hand shortly after 2 o'clock, 
but Mr. Andrews thought the meeting 
was not to be held until 3 o'clock and 
it was after that hour before he ar- 
rivcil. M.C. Sv.Cv.1. came shortly 
after 


Mr. Andrews. 


E*. W. Solomon, F. H. Stanton and 


Stpeh/en Goodell wrere the only men 
present at the meeting when it was 
called to order and only 'Mr. Solomon 
volunteered any remarks on the mat- 
ter. He did not believe that Dr Bascom 
Intended to personally superivse the 
road repairing and building, but he 
favored his appointment with a stipu- 
lation that he secure some competent 
man to have charge of the men to see 
to it that they were kept at work and 
that there were no unnecessary delays.

A MIDNIGHT FIR3. 


Caused by Stove in Steinberg & Low's 


Tailoring Establishment— Urban. & 


Son Also Lose. 


A fire in the McGrath building on 


Spriite street, occupied by Urban & 
Son and Stf-'nberg & Low caused con- 
siderable damage just before midnight, 
Friday. The greatest loss is to Urban 
& Son, who occupy the first floor and 
seil shoes and gent's furnishings. The 
fire started upstairs on the second 
floor, occupied by Steinberg & Low, 
ladies' and gents' custom tailors, but 
the stock 'of furnishings and shoes were 
damaged badly by smoke anld *rs.tcr. 


The alarm was rung in from Spring 


street by Patrolman Chalmers and the 
Alerts responded very quickly, arriv- 
ing first with a hose cart which was 
drawn by hand. The firemen worked 
rapidly and soon' had the fire out, not- 
withstanding the fact that it got a 
good start and was blazing through the 
windows of the tailor shop, when first 
discovered. 


The fire is believed to have started 


near a stove used in the tailor shop, 
close to the chimney. The floors and 
walls are of pm'e and they burned 
rapidly, so that the walls about the 
chimney were burned away and al- 
lowed the fire to get through the first 
floor and down into the shoe and fur- 
nishing store. The fire dep-atment is 
entitled to great credit for its work, iri- 
asmuch as they were careful in, the 
use 'of the two streams of water used 
and did not flood the building any more 
than necesasry. 


There was a large crowd at the fire, 


as many left the armory where com- 
pany M's ann'ual ball was in progress. 
some of the firemen were forced to 
fight the fire in full dress. The build- 
ing was well insured as were the stocks 
of both firms who occupy the block.
